Nineteen nickels, ten dimes, two 
quarters, and a four bit piece. That 
makes $2.95 net. I had $3.20, but I 
had to give 25 cents back, as you 
shall see. 

And $2.95 is the amount I was able 
to panhandle from Chicago men in the 
loop in some six hours of active beg- 
ging. The women gave me nothing 
but looks—scornful, timid, or actually 
frightened stares, depending on 
whether I accosted them, in the first 
place, in day time, or on semi-deserted, 
poorly lighted thoroughfares at night. 

I learned several things while dispos- 
ing of this assignment, which was to 
find out if a bum attending strictly to | 
business can get as much money as 
he could earn by working as an un- 
skilled day laborer. 

Experienced Beggar Better. 

He can; and a lot more. I was a 
shotgun, scattering my pellet pleas at 
random, while an experienced panhan- 
dler is a rifle, sighting his targets with 
psychological accuracy and ringing the 
bell far more frequently than I did. He 
can stroll aimlessly about the loop, 
picking his prey, or exhibiting a de- 
formity, genuine or simulated, he can 
stick around one spot, and in both 
cases he will average $1 an hour. This, 
I take it, beats standing shoulder high 
in a sewer ditch and flourishing a 
shovel steadily for eight  hours—as- 
suming, of course, that one has no 
self-respect.

Small’s 
parole board acted illegally in freeing 
Ira D. Perry is to result in a request 
to the Supreme court to sit in judg- 
ment on the parole, it was admitted 
last night. Perry’s record follows: 

Confessed one murder in holdup, 

Involved in another murder. 

Confessed 200 robberies. 

Indicted for five robberies. 

Confessed 100 auto thefts. 

The storm of official protest which 
followed the news that Perry, son of a 
wealthy man, was at large despite a 
life imprisonment sentence after plead- 
ing guilty to murder brought about a 
conference yesterday in the chambers 
of Judge Michael L. McKinley, who 
sentenced Perry. 


Leading Lawyers in Conference. 

Attorney John J. Healy, former 
State's attorney of Cook county, and 
Attorney Roger Sherman, one of the 
leaders and former president of tHe 
bar association, were among those who 
decided the parole was all wrong, both 
from legal and social viewpoints, 

From this conference came thé de- 
cision to ask the Supreme court to act 
under certiorari proceedings which 
would force the parole board to pro- 
duce before the court all its records 
concerning Perry. The court, in effect, 
in granting @ writ of certiprari, it was 
explained, would be saying to the pa- 
role board:

“Prove that your parole was fegal 
and that vou had the power to grant 


it.” 
Parole Board Head Silent. 

Gov. Small’s parole board has adopt- 
ed a policy of secrecy concerning the 
clemency extended Perry, Will Colvin, 
head of the board, was “too busy” 
yesterday to discuss the gubject.

ber of deputies of the syndicalist law, 
constituting the most important part 
of the “ Fascist revolution.” 

The syndicalist bill, providing for 
compulsory arbitration of labor dis- 
putes in all branches of production, 
including agriculture, and che setting 
up of machinery for its application 
was adopted by the chamber. The 
vote followed a staternent by the chief 
of the Industrial party declaring the 
law was acceptable to big industries 
despite the fact that it was largely 
the work of Sig. Rossoni, head of the 
Fascist labor syndicates. 


Intends to End Controversies. 


After Sig. Mussolini had explained 
the importance of the arbitration law 
to Italy, which may be “in a perma- 
| ment state of war in five or ten years 
which may be decisive for the Italians, 
I repeat, for the race,” he warned that 
“international struggles explode ever 
more incessantly.”
